Americans Go To Polls Tomorrow Governor |

INCE THE WATKINS’ COMMIT- 
tee brought down its recom- 
mendation of censure against Senator 
Joseph .McGarthy, some students_ of 
politics and the American constit'\- 
tion have been studying the question 
for its deeper significance. 

Gerald W. Johnson, columnist in 
the New Republic, argues that the 
committee “did not bell the cat.” It 
belled McCarthy; “but McCarthy 
never was the cat. Much as he ter- 
rified the mice, he was only a simul- 
acrum, an eidolon of the gaunt aid 
sinewy old Tom with needle-sharp 
claws_ and. battle-torn ears who isa 
danger to men as well as mice.’ 

Mr. Johnson says further that the 
“cat” is a defect in the United State 
system of government which MeCar- 
thy only revealed. And that defect 
is the method of checks and balances 
set up by the Founding. Fathers ‘in 
their distribution of powers of gov- 
ernment among the legislative, the 
executive and the judiciary. 
--When. the effectiveness of one is 
destroyed, by. fear or by any other 
cause, the balance is disturbed and 
the system is critically weakened.

A statement by Gen. John E 
Hull, UN Far East commander 
reiterated that South Korea can 
obtain petroleum products only 
by paying for thém in hwan.

Yung Tai had asked the United 
States to lend South Korea

The majority report of a fed- 
eral conciliation board issued in 
Ottawa today recommended 
against any wage increase for 
750 employees of three west 
coast shipping companies. 

It recommended, however, 
that overtime pay be increased 
to$1:32-arr hour from Snit 

The board was established last 
August to investigate a contract 
dispute between the Seafarers’ 
International Union and _ the 
companies—the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway's British Columbia 
coast steamship service, Cana- 
dian National Steamships and 
Union Steamships Ltd. 

The union requested a 12%- 
per-cent wage boost and an in- 
crease in the overtime rate to 
$1.50 an hour.
